He was arrested and taken be- 
fore the United States commissioner, Judge 
Collins, several times, but want of evidence 
faiied to secure a conviction, and Jackson was 
released.

JACKSON COMES TO TOWN. 

On Friday the marshal of the town went 
into the country. Jackson learned the fact 
and about dark made his appearance onthe 
streets. He had a talk with some friends and 
later in the night patronized a shooting gal- 
lery where he remained until ten o’clock or a 
few minutes after. The gallery is run by two 
voung ladies and when they closed Jackson 
walked out. They went two blocks one way 
to the hotel and just as they reached the hotel 
they heard the report. Judge Collins’s house 
was nearly as far from the shooting gallery as 
the hotel to which the young ladies went. 

Because Jackson was before Judge Collins 
on the charge of sclling liquor, because 

HE HAD THREATENED THE JUDGE, 
because he was in town just before the blow- 
ing, and because he was a desperate character 
the people believed that he was the man who 
did the work. 

The sheriff went to Jackson’s father’s home 
amile anda half from town, hoping to find 
Jackson there. This was about midnight. 
Whenthey reached the place Jackson was 
there, but he anticipated their coming, gand 
springing out the back door, made a bold dash 
for freedom. Severalof the pursuing party 
saw himanda dozen shots were fired, bnt 
Jackson either bore a charmed life or his skin 
was hard enough to turn the balls and he es- 
caped. The searchers watched all night and 
hunted all night. 

THROUGH THE WOODS AND SWAMPS, 
but Tobe Jackson kept out of sight. About 
daylight, however, they detected Sam Jackson 
as he wastrying to crawl into the house and 
arrested him.

The arrest of Sam. Jackson made 
the town more determined than ever to have 
Tobe Jackson, who was universally believed 
to be the leader. Mayor Wikle called.a meet- 
ing of the town council and that body decided 
to have the Atlanta detective and blood hounds. 
The council authorized Mayor Wikle to do 
what he deemed advisable, and the detective 
and hounds were ordered. 
THE DOGS ON THE TRACK. 

Detective Simpson reached Cartersville at 
3.30, and atonce glanced over the field. Then 
with a score of men armed with shotguns, he 
Iced his blood hounds to the Jackson home. 
The dogs seemed to know that something un- 
usual wasup. They were taken to the place 
wkere Jackson was last seen, and the col- 
lars unbuckled. As Detective Simpson 
began unstrapping the collar the dogs began 
to grow restless. They whined and shook; they 
jumped and pranced, and when the strap 
dropped from their necks they set upa terri- 
ble howl.

Cartersville has never known an excitement 
equal to the present. Every body is anxious. 
No one knows who will be the next victim to 
the terrible destructive agency. More than a 
year ago some one exploded a dynamite cart- 
ridge on a hillnearthe city. This was fol- 
lowed by another on the opposite side 
of the town, Then another 
an¢ another explosion occurred, 
untilthe good people paid no attention to 
them because uo damage was done. Finally, 
however, the dynamiters blowed the top or 
rather a partof the top of a warehouse off. 
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Then they knocked the Rev. Sam Jones's stable 
into a cocked hat. These two 
AROUSED THE GOOD PEOPLE, 
and by carefully investigating the matter they 
became convinced that some of the worst ele- 
ment in the anti-prohibition crowd was doing 
the dynamite work for an effect. Not dream- 
ing that anything serious would result, the 
people let the matter pases until the attempt to 
murder old Judge Collins and his wife oc- 
curred. 
WHERE THE DYNAMITE CAME FROM. 

Several months ago a small quantity of dyn- 
amite consigned to a mining company near 
Cartersville was stolen from a warehouse in 
that place, and it is presumed that that is the 
dynamite that has been used. Then another 
link in the evidence against the Jacksons arises 
here. Sam Jackson has been working in the 
mine and it is said procured the explosive 
there. He is known to have often bragged 
about being good in handling it, and asserted 
that he was not afraid of it. 

HOW JUDGE COLLINS FELT. 

On Friday night, Judge and Mrs. Collins 
remained away from home until nine. They 
then went home and retired. Mrs. Collins 
soon fell asleep. Judge Collins was restless 
from some cause and could not sleep. -He 
rolicd and tossed in his bed until the freight 
trains rolled by his house. Then he 
turned over and tried to sleep 
again. Just about this time the explosion oc- 
curred and before the judge knew what had 
transpired, he heard the glass shatter about 
him.

WHEELING, January 23.—Work continued in 
the shaft at Newburgh minefall night, and the 
bodies of Daniel Miller, Isaiah Timmons, acting 
pit boss, and his son were taken out this morn- 
ing.

These are awful charges and they have dis- 
turbed my serenity and shaken my faith. I 
fee] mortified and melancholy. If these things 
be true the democracy is responsible for them. 
If they be true then it is time for all good 
men to shake loose from party and 
party lines and all for a new 
deal. If they be true then it is time, the very 
time, forthe people to wake up and throw 
their present leaders overboard to the whales 
for fear the ship of state will sink. Tur Con- 
STITUTION aays, “But the solid south will have 
something to say in these matters.” How 
solid. Solidfor what? Did not one halfofour 
congressmen vote for changing the rules’? 
Could they have been changed without the 
support that was given by the south- 
ern members? Are Mr. Blount and 
those Georgia members who voted for the 
change, controlled by avarice or ignorance? 
The New York Sun congratulated the country 
on Mr. Blount’s appointment as chairman of 
the postal service, and said that it was a black 
eye to the plunderers of that department.

Ed Richardson is dead— 
died worth ten millions, and made it all out of 
cotton down in Mississippi. Well, at least nine 
milfions of it came from the sweat and toil 
of the laborer who made the _ cotton, 
and who was justly entitled to that money® 
The working been make the honey and the 
drones eat it, but by and by the workers 
grise in their wrath and slay the vaga>bonds. 
This thing has got to stop somewhere and some- 
time. These monopolies and rings are binding 
us hand and foot. What does the average rich 
man know about the sufferings of the poor? 
What does he care? The Atlanta nabobs think 
they did splendid in giving five or ten dollars 
to beip their poor tide over the late cold wave, 
but what after the wave has passed ? One gen- 
tleman wrote a note saying be was glad of the 
opportunity to give five dollars. Well, he 
can be glad every day if le wants to. 

The opportunities are more frequent than 
the importunities, for there are hundreds of 
proud spirits who will not beg. Ilow vain the 
cold world seems to them. How far away is 
the church and charity and humanity. When 
Secretary Payard’s daughter died the doors of 
the presMential mansion were closed and the 
brillant lights turned down and the musie 
ceased, and this was right and kind, and 
considerate, but a poor woman in Atlanta 
burns her chairs and bedstead to keep the 
vital spark alive and nothing stops. The rich 
ride round. The lamps burn brightly. The 
music and the dance goon. The theater has 
its matinecs. The church its prayer meetings, 
but the poor woman burns another clrair all 
thesame. These spasmodic charities are poor 
comfort. The suffering poor are relieved for a 
day or aweek, but what next? Depend upon 
it, the course of this nation is avarice, and 1% 
will be its downfall. I have no respect for a 
man who has a million and still hankers after 
more. I have a contempt for him. If he 
loses by fire or flood or robbery I do 
not care. The worthy suffering poor 
are in his sight every day, or he knows full 
well where to find them.

If that isso then 
let the coinage goon. Horace Greeley said that 
no man should be allowed to have more than 
a million.

Shedding Light in lowa. 

Mr. B. C. Boylan, of Coin, Page county, 
Iowa, writes to THE ConsTITUTION asking 
for information in regard to the section of 
country around Atlanta. He says he has 
contemplating a visit here for the pur- 
Ppore of making his home near Atlanta. He 
»~ has some money to invest in good lands, and 


he naturally desires to know something 


about the people, the agricultural . facilities 
of the section, the church privileges of both 
city and country, the price of land, its adap- 
tation to corn, wheat and oats, fruit, vege- 
tables, hogs and cattle. In fact, Mr. Boylan 
wants to know all the inducements and all 
the drawbacks that may present themselves 
to an enterprising farmer in a mild climate. 

We bave not time to write Mr. Boylan a 
private letter in regard to these matters, and 
we have not space in one issue of Tue Con- 
STITUTION to recount the advantages that 
this section has over a climate as cold and as 
inhospitable as that of Iowa. But these ad- 
vantages have been described in Tax Con- 
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STITUTION over atid over again, and an intel 
ligent reader of Tue WEEKLY ConsTITU- 
TION cannot: fail to gather all the informa- 
tion necessary from week to week. At the 
same time, a man like our correspondent, 
who has money to invest in a permanent 
home for himself and his family in this sec- 
tion would do well to make personal inspec- 
tion. Let Mr. Boylan make his contem- 
plated visit, and see the country for himself. 
He will then have his own knowledge and 
experience to add to what he has seen in the 
newspapers, and will be better able to invest 
his eight or ten thousand dollars (which he 
wants to put in Georgia farming lands) in a 
way calculated to satisfy the suggestions of 
economy and discretion. 

Jn addition to the information in regard 
to land, climate, and the church privileges, 
he desires to know something about his 
rights as a citizen in expressing his views 
on all political questions. He sys he isa 
stropg republican with a considerable lean- 
ing to the prohibition party, and is in the 
habit of expressing strong union sentiments, 
having seryed three years in the union 
army. He does not hesitate, he says, to 
condemn the views of such men as Toombs, 
Davis, Lawton and Lamar. At the same 
time, Mr. Boylan says that he can ‘‘take the 
hand of a confederate soldier, as a soldier, 
with the same degree of fellowship as a 
union soldier.’’ Our correspondent con- 
cludes as follows: ‘‘Will your people allow 
me the same privilege of expressing my 
hatred of the views of such men as I have 
named as the northern people are free to let 
the southern people express their hatred of 
Stanton, Lincoln, Chase and others ?”’ 

There is no doubt that Mr. Boylan’s fore- 
head has recently been fanned by the bloody 
shirt. We should judge from the spirit he 
manifests that he rose fresh from a feast of 
gore to write his letter. There is no such 
split in the south, so far as we know. No 
southern man of any intelligence hates the 
memory of Lincoln or Chase, and nobody 
cares about Stanton one way or the other. 
We do not understand what Mr. Boylan 
means by the privilege of expressing his 
views. Nobody would care a snap of the 
linger what his views are. He might attract 
some attention by mounting a dry-goods box 
and denouncipg the views of ‘Toombs, 
Davis, Lawton and Lamar,”’ but he would 
be regarded as a harmless crank, Otherwise,

We, the undersigned bankers and merchants of 
Atlanta, Ga., respectfully ask your honorable body 
to hear a few words from us in opposition to the 
passage by congress of a bankrupt law in any shape 
whatever.
